WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—"While America abroad, in the 


person of President Wilson is working for world democracy, Amer- 
ica at home through Congress must work for a return to domestic 
democracy, untainted by arbitrary methods and measures held 
necessary to the war." 
Senator Borah in this statement has sum- 


marized the purpose behind the efforts of Borah and certain other 
men in which they are demanding the repeal, by Congress of cer- 
tain war measures. 


This group of men, tho not working in concert, believe in the 


full restoration _of the rights of free speech, the freedom of the 
press and the open discussion of public men, of public policies and 
of national events. Borah said today: "The war is over. The 
test of a democracy is whether America can get back, when war 
ends, to democratic principles. Can it put behind it arbitrary mea- 
sures, believed by some to be essential to the war program ? It 
can and will do this if the people are willing. I am in favor of 
wiping from the statute books every arbitrary measure, and not 
only to wipe them from the statute books but I want them to be 
iorgotten and to be eliminated from our political system."

The cathedral in Antwerp, Belgium, 


Wool From Twenty Animals Necessary 


to Clothe and Equip One Soldier 


for War Service. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


nvnt of Agriculture.) 


War has given tbe sheep and wool 


Industry a stupendous task. 
There 


must be 20 sheep buck of every soldier 
to clothe and equip him. This need 
has made sheep raising a patriotic as 
well as a profitable undertaking. Sheep 
require little bread grain, and :is both 
wool and mutton are in strong de- 
mand, the development of the Industry 
will contribute materially to the na- 
tion's 
food 
nnrt 
clothing 
supply. 


"Farm Sheep Raising for Beginners" 
(Farmers' Bulletin R40). a recent pub- 
lication of tho United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, contains till the 
general directions needed to make a 
start. 
Another rf-ctnt publication of 


the department, entitled "Sheep and 
Intensive Farming" (Yearbook 1017, 
Separate 750), will also be found help- 
ful. 


For the present season wool has 


about trebled in price ami the price 
of lambs bus about doubled. 
The 


fiross mmuiil returns from ewes of 
breeding ago may be expected to range 
from $8 to $15 a head, depending upon 
the percentage of lambs raised, the 
weight of the fleeces and the values 
for these products. 
The lamb and 


wool yield depend largely upon the 
breed selected. 
So the choice of a 


breed Is a very important 
matter.

The sec- 
ond year the addition of corn to tht> 
ration did not increase the si/.c of the 
daily gains, nor did the cnlves which 
received corn sell for any more per 
pound than the other cnlves. 


In a third test 52 hif;h-grade Aber- 


deen-Angus calves fed OH a ration of 
about three pounds of cottonseed meal, 
two pounds of cowpon hay and as much 
cottonseed hulls as they would eaf. 
made daily gains at n cost of .$5,55 per 
hundred pounds isiul returned a. net 
profit of 53.50 oach. 


In a fourth experiment S-i calves 


which were fed for 111; days in the dry 
lot and then fed S3 days on pasture 
made good daily s;:iins. but the profits 
were not as large as they would have 
been if the calves had been sold at: the 
end of the winter. The gains made 
during the .summer were good and 
were made, cheaply, but the price of 
calves was so much lower iu the sum- 
mer than at the close of winter that 
the continued foe-dins into the summer 
months was not profitable.

cottonseed hulls proved to be a good 
fattening ration for calves for u short 
feeding period. 


When fed In conjunction with cot- 


tonseed meal, com siln^e of rather 
poor quality produced the same, daily 
gains on calves as did cottonseed hulls 
and cheapened tlu; cost of the dally 
gains. 


The substitution of two-thirds of the 


cottonseed meal in n ration with corn 
did not prove profitable when corn cost 
70 cents a bushel and cottonseed meal 
828 a ton. 


In one test It wns profitable to re- 


place one-third of ihe cottonseed meal 
with corn-ar.d-oob meal, but in a sec- 
ond test- nothing was gained by tht> in- 
troduction of corn-and-col> meal. Tlie 
first your the calves which received 
corn-and-cob meal made slightly larger 
daily gains anil sold for more thai! did 
the calves which received cottonseed 
menl us the solo concentrate. The sec- 
ond year the addition of corn to tht> 
ration did not increase the si/.c of the 
daily gains, nor did the cnlves which 
received corn sell for any more per 
pound than the other cnlves. 


In a third test 52 hif;h-grade Aber- 


deen-Angus calves fed OH a ration of 
about three pounds of cottonseed meal, 
two pounds of cowpon hay and as much 
cottonseed hulls as they would eaf. 
made daily gains at n cost of .$5,55 per 
hundred pounds isiul returned a. net 
profit of 53.50 oach. 


In a fourth experiment S-i calves 


which were fed for 111; days in the dry 
lot and then fed S3 days on pasture 
made good daily s;:iins. but the profits 
were not as large as they would have 
been if the calves had been sold at: the 
end of the winter. The gains made 
during the .summer were good and 
were made, cheaply, but the price of 
calves was so much lower iu the sum- 
mer than at the close of winter that 
the continued foe-dins into the summer 
months was not profitable.
